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BY TU£ PRESIDENT AF THE UNITED STATES. 

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas a General Convention of Friendship, 
Commerce and Navigation, between the United 
States or America and His Majesty the Kino of 
Denmark, was concluded and signed at Washing- 
ton, on the twenty sixth day of April last by Hen- 
ry Clay, Secretary of State of the United States, 
on the part of the United States, and Peter Ped- 
xuson. Minister Resident from Denmark, on the 
part of Denmark, the respective Plenipotentiaries 
of the two Powers; and whereas the said Conven- 
tion has been duly and respectively ratified by me, 
by and with the advice and consent ofthe Benateaif 
the United States, and by His Majesty the King of 
Denmark, & the ratifications ofthe same have been 
exchanged, on the tenth day of August last, at the 
City of Copenhagen, by John Rainalv, Consul of 
the United States, on the part of the United States 
and Count Schimelmann, Minister of Foreign Af 
fairs of His Majesty the King of Deamark.on the 
part of Denmark which Convention is in the words 
following, to wit: 

General Convention of Friendship. Commerce, and 
Navigation, between the United States of America 
and His .Majesty the King of Denmark. 

The United States of America aud Ins Majesty 
the King of Denmark, being desirous to make firm 
and permanent the peace and friendship which hap- 
pily prevail between the two nations, and to extend 
the commercial relations which subsist between 
their respective territorids and people, have agreed 
to fix, lu a manner clear and positive, the rules 
which shall in future be observed between the one 
and the other party, by means of a General Con- 
vention of Friendship, Commerce, and Navigation. 
With that object, the President of the United 
States of America lias conferred full powers on 
Henry Clay, their Secretary of State, and His Ma- 
jesty the King of Denmark has conferred like pow- 
ers on Peter Pederson, his Privy Counsellor of Le- 
gation, and Minister Resident near the said Stales, 
Knight of the Danneborg, who, after having cx 
changed their said full powers, found to be in due 
aud proper form, have agreed to the following arti- 
cles: , 

ARTICLE 1 . 

The contracting parties, desiring to live in peace 
and harmony with all the other nations of the earth 
by means of a policy frank and equally friendly 
with all, engage, mutually, not to grant any partic- 
ular favorto other nations, in respect of commerce 
and navigation, which shall not immediately be- 
come common to the other party, who shall enjoy 
the same freely, if the concessiau were fredy made 
or on allowieg tl e same compensation, if the con- 
cession were coi 4itioa.il. 

nit I ICLE 2. 

The contracting parties being likewise desirous 
of placing tbe Commerce and Navigation of their 
respective couotries on the liberal basis of perfect 
equality and reciprocity, mutually agree that the 
Citizens and subjects of each may frequent all the 
coasts and countries of the other, (with the excep- 
tion hereafter provided for in the sixth article,) 
and reside gnd trade there in all kinds of produce, 
manufactures, and merchandise; and they shall en- 
joy all the rights, privileges, aud exemptions, in 
navigation and commerce, which native citizens or 
subjects do, or shall enjoy, submitting themselves 
to the laws, decrees, and usages, there established 
to which native citizens or subjects are subjected 
But it is understood that this article does not in- 
clude the coasting trade of either country, the re- 
gulation of which is reserved by the parties, respec 
tively, according to theirown separate laws. 

ARTICLE 3. 

They, likewise, agree that whatever kind of pro- 
duce, manufacture, or merchandise, of any foreign 
country, can be, Irom time to time, lawfully im- 
ported into the Unite 1 States, in vessels belonging 
wholly to the citizens thereof, may be also import- 
ed in vessels wholly belonging to the subjects of 
Denmark; and that no higher or other duties upon 
the tonnage of the vessel or her cargo shall be levi- 
ed and collected, whether the importation be made 
in vessels of tbe one country or of the other. And, 
in like tnauner, that whatever kind of produce, 
manufacture, or merchandise, of any foreign coun- 
try, can be, from lime to time, lawfully imported 
into the dominions of the King of Denmark, tu the 
vessels thereof, (with the exception hereafter men- 
tioned in the sixth article,) may be also imported in 
vessels ofthe United States; and that no higher or 
other duties upon the tonnage of the vessel or her 
cargo shall be levied and collected, whether the 
impjrlatton be made in vessels of the one country 
or of the other. And they further agree, that what- 
ever may be law fully exported or re-expoiled, from 
the one country in its own vessels to any foreign 
country, may, in likemannev.be exported or re- 
exported in tlie vessels of the other country. And 
the same bounties, duties, and drawbacks shall be 
allowed the collected, whether such exportation or 
re-exportation he made in vessels ofthe United 
Slates or of Deimark. Nor shall higher or other 
charges OI an; kind be it posed. in the ports of one 
party , or vess-ls »f the other, than are, or shall be 
payaole lu me sane ports by native vessels. 

ARTICLE 4. 

No higher or othvr duties shall he imposed on the 
importation into tin. United Slates of any article, 
tbe produce or inanH.,*.-.ure of the dominions of Ills 
Majesty the King of Denmark; -and no higher or 
other duties shall be ir.posed on the importation in- 
to the said dominion - if any article, tbe produce or 
manufacture ofthe Urf u-d S fates than are, or shall 
be, payable on the like, vrticlcs, being the produce 



it would have been satisfactory to the Government 
of the United States, if Mr. Pedersou had been 
charged with instructions in the negotiation which 
has just terminated, totreat of the indemnities to 
citizens of the United Stales, in consequence of 
the seizure, detention, and condemnation of their 
property, iu the ports of His Danish Majesty. But 
as he has no instruction to that effect, the under- 
signed is directed, at and before proceeding to the 
signature ot the '1 reaty of Friendship, Commerce, 
and Navigation, on which they have agreed, expli- 
citly to declare, that the omission to provide for 
those indeinoit.es is not hereafter to be interpreted 
a3 a waiver or abandonment of them by the Gov- 
ernment ol the United States, which, on the con- 
trary, is firmly resolved to persevere tn the pursuit 
of them, until they shall be finally arranged, upon 
principles of equity and justice. And, to guard a- 
gainst any misconception ofthe fact of the silence 
jofthe Treaty, in the above particular, or ofthe 
views of the American Government, the under 
signed requests that Mr. Pederson will transmit 
this official declaration to the Government of Den- 
mark. And lie avails himself of this occasion to 
tender to Mr. Pedersen assurances of his distin- 
guished consideration.

posed in either of the two countries, on the expor 
t vtion of any articles to the United States, or to 
the dominions of His Majesty the King of Denmark, 
respectively, than such as are. or may be, payable 
on the exportation ofthe like articles to any other 
foreign country. Nor shall any prohibition be ini- 
po-ed on the exportation . r importation of any ar- 
ticles, the produce or manufacture of the United 
Slates, or ofthe dominions of ilis Majesty the King 
of Denmark, to, or from the territories ofthe Unit- 
ed States, or to or from the said dominions which 
shall not equally extend tu all other nations. 

ARTICLE 5. 

Neither the vessels of the United States nor their 
cargoes shall , when they pass the Sound or the 
Bells, pay higher or other clinics than those which 
are or may be paid by the most favored nation. 

ARTICLE 6. 

The present convention shall Dot apply to the 
Northern possessions of His Majesty the King of 
Denmark, that is to say, Iceland, the Ferrae 
Islands, and Greenland, not to places situated be- 
yond the Cape of Good Hope, the right to regulate 
the direct intercourse with which possessions and 
places is reserved by the parties respectively. And 
it is further agreed that this Convention is not to 
extend to the direct trade between Denmark and 
the West India Colonies of his Danish Majesty, but 
in the intercourse with those Colonies, it is agreed 
that whatever can be lawfully imported into or ex- 
ported Imin the said Colonies in v essels of one par- 
ty from or to the ports of the United Stales, or from 
or to the ports ofany other foreign country, may, in 
like manner, and with the same duties and charges, 
applicable to vessels and cargo, be imported into 
or exported from the said Culootes in vessels of the 
other party. 

ARTICLE 7. 

Tbe United Stales and His Danish Majesty mu- 
tually agree, that no higher or other duties charg- 
es or taxes of any kind, shall * levied in the ter- 
ritories or dominions of either t ..u ty, upon any per- 
sonal property, money, or effects, of their respiw. 
live citizens or subjects, ou the removal of the same 
from their territories or dominions reciprocally, 
either upon the inheritance of such properly, mon- 
ey, or etiects, or otherwise, than are or shall be 
payable iu each State, upon the same, wheu remov- 
ed by a citizeu or subject of such State respective- 
ly. 

ARTICLE 8. 

To make more effectual the protection which the 
United States and His Danish Majesty shall afford 
in future, to the navigation and commerce of their 
respective citizens and subjects, they agree mutu- 
ally to receive and admit Consuls and Vice Con- 
suls iu all the ports open to foreign commerce, who 
shall enjoy in them all the rignts, privileges and im- 
munities, of the Consuls and Vice CousuU of the 
most favored nation, each contracting parly, how 
ever, remaining at liberty to except those ports and 
places in which tbe admission and residence ot 
such Consuls may not seem convenient. 

ARTICLE 9. 

In order that the Consuls aod Vice Coneuls of 
the contracting parties may enjoy the rights, privil- 
eges, and immunities, which belong to them, by 
their public character, they shall, before entering 
on the exercise of their functions, exhibit their 
commission or patent in due form to the Govern- 
ment to which they are accredited: and having ob- 
tained their exequatur, which shall be granted 
gratis, they shall be held and considered as such hy 
all the authorities, magistrates, and inhabitants, iu 
the Consular district in which they reside. 

ARTICLE 10. 

It is likewise agreed, that tbe Consuls *Dd per- 
sons attached to their necessary service, they not 
being natives ofthe country in which the Consul re- 
sides, shall be exempt from all public service, udU 
also from all kinds of taxes, imposts, and contribu- 
tions, except those which they shall be obliged to 
pay , on account of commerce, or their properly, to 
which inhabitants, native and foreign, ofthe coun- 
try in which such Consuls reside, are subject, being 
in every thing besides subject to the laws of the re- 
spective States. The archives and papers of the 
Consulate shall ba respected inviolably, and under 
no pretext whatever, shall any magistrate seize or 
tn any way interfere with them. 

ARTICLE II. 

The present Convention shall be tu force for ten 
years from the date hereof, and further until Ihe 
end of one y ear after cither of the contracting pur-

ON LIVE FENCES. 

Perhaps there is uu ooe subject calculated to pro 
duce so much anxiety and apprehension among the 
farmers of this country, as (be deficiency in fencing 
materials: this deficiency is, at present, mostly c n j 
fined to wiial is usually termed tlie pine plains , or 
pine barrens; and while every day is adding much 
lo the consequence of these lands »n an agricuhm al, 
poilit of view, is, at the same lime, wasting those 
materials necessary for their enclosure, and conse- 
quent protection of the crop. 

In tne mount aineoiis districts. «he great quantity 
of timber yet remainiog’, and its rapid reproduction ; 
where it has once been cleared oft, will, probably, 
continue for centuries yet tu come to supply all the 
vf ante of those who cultivate these lands, and, un-j 
der a proper course of economical restrictions, may 
be made to furnish great quantities fur the use of 
those districts less congenial lo its growth or repro- 
duction. The expense, however, attendant on the 
purchase and transportation of rails, will, 1 appre-| 
head, be found altogether insupportable by the 



ly, and will be nt to transplant the next season, or 
they may stand in the nursery two or three year:*, 
m suit the convenience of the cultivator. 

In preparing the ground for the reception of (hr 
hedge, the ditch and bank, as practised in Europe, 
must t e dispensed with altogether, part icularly upon 
the sand) plains; a mi it is doubtful if the pic > ice 
w ill succeed on any soil iu the northern stales £ rich 
is the severity of our winters: and the transitions 
from excessive drought tu excessive moisture ofom 
suouneis, that the hanks, however well constructed 
soon r rumble away under the influence <»f these 
operations, aud the plants, being thrown out of the 
earth, soon perish for want of sustenance. Prepare 
the ground, then, where the fence is desired, by 
simply ploughing four or five furrow 6 , and this is all 
that is necessary whore the soil 13 in good order hut 
if it he a light sandy soil, it will be uecessary to pass 
the plough twice or three times back anA forward, 
exactly where it is intended to place the quicks, and 
the trench or ditch thus made, is to be tilled with 
manure, compost, or swamp muck, or earth from 
the ham yard will answer the purpose best; when 
the surface is made smooth aud even, draw two pa- 
rallel lines six inches apart, directly over the manur- 
ed trench, and having previously prepared the plants 
by cutting them down lo within three inches of the

in the whole, 10*290, which at the above price of $5 
per hundred, will amount to $514 50. Supposing; 
this fence, when well set to last fifty years, which is 
the longest period it ran he supposed to endure, and 
calculating the interest at seven percent, per annum 
the ainuunl, for that time, including the necessary 
annual repairs, <Sc. will fall but little, if any, short ; 
$2,50U — and this in actual dlsbursments ofcash, 
w itbonl including any thing for labour. 

Tlie fence made with posts, boards, nails, &c. is 
somewhat more expensive, and, probably, not so 
durable. Stone wall is slill more expensive io the 
out set, but is, when well wade, imperishable; ami 
where stones can be procured at hand, is undoubt- 
edly the best and cheapest of all lences. There is 
am* (her species of fence which i* now in use in some 
parts of Europe, particularly in Ireland; itconsisfs 
of stone wall raised two feet, upon the top ot which 
is inserted the trimmings of the common hedge, and 
likewise the limbs cut from the fruit trees, in an up- 
right position, in close and regular order, so as to | 
form an effectual barrier to most of the domestic 
animals. It is called a bearded wall, and is acheap| 
and convenient resource where stones are notsulfi- 
ciently plenty for a full wall. There are, however 
but few places (I speak particularly of the pine 
plains,) wheie stones occur in sufficient quantity to 
answer any purpose in this way. The farmer, there- 
fore, who has located himself in such a situation, 
must look forward to uo very distant period, when 
he will he constrained to adopt some etfectual and 
less expensive mode of protecting his fields, or suffer 
them to become an exposed and uncultivated waste., 

In this situation, the only effectual remedy which) 
presents itself, is the cultivation of live fences. In 
some parts of Europe, such is the scarcity and high' 
price of timber, that for years past it has not been 
used for fencing at ail; the fields are occasionally 
enclosed by walls of stone or banks of earth, but by 
far the greatest proportion of all the enclosures are 
surrounded by live fences; these are constructed of' 
various shrubs, selected with a view to the situation 
the fence is to occupy, or the nature of the soil in 
which it is to grow: hence the sweet briar, (rosa ru- 
bigsnosa) the sloe, (primus spinosa) and the common 
elder, fsambucus canadensis) ire, sometimes, cul 
tivaled for fence, in England and Ireland, and in 
the south of Europe, and on tbe islands in the Me l 
diterranean, the bitter aloe, (aloe sptcala) and the 
prickle pear, (cactus opwita) are iti common use; 
but all the shrubs employed for this purpose, the 
common haw or white thorn of the north of Europe, 
(cratcegus oxyacantha) is deservedly the mosl es- 
teemed iu that country 

'I he quick-set hedge, as it is termed in England, 
is constructed in various ways, hut the most usual 
mode is that with* ditch and bank, it is commenced 
by digging a ditch five or six feet wide aud about 
three feet deep; the earth, as it is removed , is placed 
upon the side of the ditch where the hedge is to 
st nd, and when it is raised about one foot, the j 
<, sicks, or young plants, being previously cut down 
lo within three or four inch* oflhe roots, are placed 
horizontally on the edge of the hank, next to tlie 
ditch, at the distance of six or eight inches from] 
each other, and the earth is then piled over them to 
the depth of two feet, making the depth from the 
top of tlie hank to the bottom of the ditch about six 
feet. This ditch and bank serves the double pur 
pose of protecting both the field and young plants' 
from the intrusion of animals. When the plants be- 
come sufficiently large to prevent cattle from pass- 
ing, the ditch is filled tip by ploughing down the 
side opposite to tbe hedge, and the space is then 
tilled. The subsequent treatment oftlie hedge con- 
sists in little else than preventing the plants from 
mounting up too high, and in conducting the lateral 
shoots so as to fill up and secure the vacancies be- 
tween them. 

The preference given in Europe to the English 
white thorn fur hedges, has induced almost every 
writer on the subject of live fences in this country, 
to recommend their introduction here, and eveu 
William Cobbett, the last inan in the world thal| 
would e suspected of partialtieB for English t corns 
observes, in recommending live fences to the atten 
tion of our farmers, that “he knows not how to get 
the plants, unless he brings them or their seeds from' 
England;” and even the experiments of 6ome of our 
own countrymen, seem to have been conducted ra- 
ther wit n a view to the introduction of a foreign 
shrub, than the cultivation and improvement of 
those .dread v inured to our climate. 

Tlie bratiegus or haw-thoru, [so called because it 
produces a berry or fruit, which in England, iscall- 
ed a haw, .nd this term is applicable to the whole 
genus, for they all produce the haw,] is a genus of 
plants belonging principally to Ninth America ! 
IX'uttall in his Genera of North American Plants, 1 
enumerate* eleven species as indigeons to the U. 
b ates, and Amos Eaton, in his Manual of Rotany. 
describes eight as belonging to tlie middle and 
northern states. It would he singular, indeed, if 
some of these shrubs, inured, ns they are, to the vi-l 
cissitudes of our climate and soil, should not be 
found more applicable to our purposes of cultiva- 
tion, than any that could he introduced from abroad.! 

The commou thorn hush, ( cratcegus coccineu) 
the yellow berried thorn, (c. Jtava) and the cock's, 
spur thorn, (c. crusgalli) all glow wild upon our -| 
pine plains, upon the very spot where limy are 
wanted, and by their shape, their size and their 
hardiness, efford to tlie enterprising and enquiring) 
agriculturist, the best and surest evidence of Ihe ul-| 
timate success of his efforts to cintiv ate them for 
the important purpose of live fences. 

The seeds of the thorn, if planted immediately 
after ripening, do not vegetate in less than eighteen 
or twenty months, and it is necessary, in order to 
ensure success, at even that period, that they be 
subjected to a certain process of preparation. For 
this purpose, the thorn berries or haws, are to be 
gathered as soon as they are ripe in the fall, mix! 
w:t|i several Lines their hulk of rich earth, and ex * 



The spot must now be protected from tlie intru- 
sion of animals by temporary fences, erected for tlie 
purpose, and the plants thus secured, must he kept 
clean from grass aud every Ihctng else which might 
he supposed to choke or impede their growth. On 
the third orfenrth season they are to be again cm 
down close to the earth; after which, in the course 
of two or three years, they become so thick and 
compact that nothing can pass them. The suhse 
quent treatment consists iu nothing more than sim- 
ply clipping the euds of the twigs, which is best 
performed with shears made for the purpose, by 
which the fence is kept in regular and proper shape 
and its closeness greatly increased. 

This is the whole oflhe process required, in this 
country, to obtain an effectual and everlasting pro- 
tection toonrfields, a process extremely simple and 
perfectly within the means of every farmer, and 
that, without the expenditure of a single cent in 
cash. 

Mr Davis, of the town of Saratoga Springs, ill 
ihe county ofSaratogo, is the first amt only person 
that I know of, who has attempted the cultivation of 
live fences from the native thorn in this vicmiiy; he 
during the past and previous season, planted up 
waids of 2000 in the manner above described. I le 
procured his plants from the woods and fields 
wheie they were growing spontaneously of course; 
they are of different sizes, and probably . ofdifTerent 
species; they, however, appeared to be doing well, 
and, although planted on a light sandy soil, without 
ineasmc ot any kind, are apparently luxuriant and 
healthy. 

Mr. D informs tne that hegatheted a quantity of 
the haws and planted them in his garden; they came 
up al the usual time, but they were all immediately 
ate off and destroyed tiy the grub. He took no pre- 
caution in preparing tlie seed, they were planted as 
soon as they were gathered, a. id they lay in the 
earth two winters and one summer, before they 
showed any signs of vegetating. 

It is said, that the seed may be made to vegetate 
much sooner by placing them in a tub or barrel, and 
covering them with boiling w ater, io which they are 
to remain till perfectly cool. A process somewhat 
similar certainly succeeds with the seeds of the lo- 
cust, which otherwise are as long vegetating as 
those of the thorn. 

It has likewise been recommended to immerse the 
seed for forty-eight hours in a solution ofgreen cow- 
Hinig and water, kept at a temperature of 100°; the 
liint to this process, probably grew nut of the fact 
that those seeds which pass through cal lie undigest- 
ed, vegetate soon afterthev are dropped- I am not 
acquainted with the efficacy of either of these ex 
periments, but think they are well worth trying. 

i cannot dismiss this subject without expressing 
my surprise and regret that the farmers [particular- 
ly in some parts,] of this country have not yet turn- 
ed their attention to the cultivation oflive fences; 
they certainly must resort to it, and the soonei they 
begin the better: they have uow, the most of them, 
sufficient fencing materials, at their command for 
protecting the quicks until they are large enough to 
protect themselves; lu.t if they delay, a few years 
will deprive them of these materials, in which case, 
they must be purchased, and Unis an expense in- 
curred that might be dispensed with altogether, if 
the work be iinmedialely began. 

A man, in a common season, inav gather seed 
enough in one day to plant a large nursery, and it 
these are properly preparid and planted, the young 
quicks will be fit for 'ransplantiug the third seasou. 

Let the farmer begin witli Ids outside feuces first, 
and, if possible, in a field which be intends to till for 
several years to come; this will obviale the necessity 
of any additional protecting fence; for if no animals 
be permitted to run in the field, an out side fence 
will be all the protection wanted. At the end of 
from six to eight years, the plants will have arrived 
to that state of maturity when no further protection 
will he needed; this may then be removed to ac- 
commodate other places. 

Thus by successive planting, say one hundred 
rods in each year, which will cost the labour of a 
man two weeks, and that of a team three or four 
days, he will in five years, with very little otherex 
pense, have a farm ofouc hundred acres completely 
surrounded hy all the necessary materials for an 
everlasting fence; and in twelve, years from the first 
planting of the seed, al the utmost extent, the per- 
severing farmer will begin to reap flic reward ofhis 
enterprise and exertions in the full maturity of his 
first efforts, and each successive year will add anoth- 
er, and another portion to that already perfected 
until every lot be securely protected hy a fence, as 
dura ole as the soil on w Inch it stands. 

If we have had discouraging accounts from those 
who have attempted the cultivation oflive fences 
heretofore, it is because tbe efforts have been made 
rather with a view of seeing what might bp done 
than of doing what miistbe done. There is nothing 
weich gives so much efficacy to an experiment as 
the necessity which d rii es us to the measure. Let tlie 
common Irbouring farmer undertake li e raising of 
hedges, under a full persuasiou of the necessity and 
I dare venture to say, we shall hear no more oftlie 
want ot success. Guided by his own observations 
and reflections, he will soon he able to select the 
shrub which nature seems to have designed pecu- 
liarly for his purpose, his own native thorn in pre- 
ference lo every other.

Emaecipation of Slaves in Texas. — We learn 
by a gentlemen ol'thi* place, who arrived a lew- 
days since from Miller county that a citizen o! 
that county had returned just belore he started 
Irom Texas, bringing information that great ex- 
ilement prevailed throughout the several colo- 
nies in that country, when he left there, in couse 
quence ol the recent passage of a law by the 
Mexican Government, for the Emancijiation of 
all the Slaves in the Frvvince of Te.cas, and that 
inters had been received for carrying it into im- 
mediate effect . As may well he supposed, this 
information produced the greatest consternation 
imong the slave-holders, all of whom had emi- 
grated to that country under an assurance, as we 
ire informed, from the local authorities of Tex- 
as, that they could not hold their slaves; though 
we are under the impression that slavery t= pro- 
hibited throughout the Republic, by the consti- 
tution of Mexico. 

The large slave-holders were h'lrrvir.g off 
their slaves in great numbers, into Louisuna and 
Arkansas; and we have heard of several persons 
who emigrated from this Territory, who hate 
recently crossed Ihe line into Louisana, with 
their slaves. Those peis ns who have hut few 
slaves, have held meetings, at which it w as re 
solved, that they would stand by each other in 
resisting the execution of the law until they can 
gather this year’s crop ;^fter which they have 
iieiermined to leave the country. 

We also learn that the Indians have been very 
troublesome for some time pas', to the colonists, 
and that in many settlements they were under 
the necessity of erecting forts for their protec- 
tion, and ret real in<r into them lor security Sev- 
eral persons had been killed by the Indians with 
in a few months, but at the latest advices, the a- 
larm was subsiding. The crops are said to be 
short this season, and the country very sickly. 

Arkansas Gazette. 

A gentleman from high up the Arkansas, who 
came down in a boat a few days ago, informs us 
that the waters have been higher during the late 
[rise than they have ever been before, within the 
knowledge oftlie present inhabitants ol’Crawford 
county Grand river was about four ft et, and 
Ihe Arkansas and Illinois, 8 inches or two feet 
higher than they were last spring.

THE GREEKS AND TURKS. 

The accounts from Greece arc more favourable 
than we have lately received. 'The 'Turkish fleet 
had attacked the isle of Samos three times, and 
having had two frigates and two brigs burnt hy the 
Greeks were obliged ton lire towards Seio. This 
repulse was ow ing to the arrival ot the Greek fleet 
under Saciitaris, soon after tiie attack was made 
it does out appear that the Greeks suffered much 
in the ac.t on, with the exception of the toss oflhe 
buulotier ot Canai is, and himself severely wounded. 
II this intelligence- he true, it is (bought the Isle 
w-tll besaved for this year, and the impression 
w hich the failure will make on the Greeks, will 
probably prevent a renewal of the attack. 

Letters from Napoli, give Ihe details of a battle 
fought near Maina. Ibrahim bail advanced on Hie 
place with 4000 men, but was defeated with the 
loos of a large numtierof men and all his baggage 
Old artillery w hich fell into the hands of the 
Greeks. Ibiahim was obliged to escape hastily to 

Galaniata. All his troops in Greece amount to onlv 
7 or 8000 men, so that the Greeks have determined 
to act • n tiie offensive. The loss of the Greeks in 
the battle was also severe, and General Nikitas is 
among the slain. A division ofthe Greek troops 
was commanded by the English Colonel Gordon. 

The Tur!i3 have possession of Athens thro’ tin- 
treat hery of a Greek Captain, who went over to 
me 'I urks w ith 500 men. The Pacha immediately 
honoured him with the caflan, and discharged the 
arrearsofpay due to his troops. Commodore Ham- 
ilton, of tiie British Ship Campria. with a laudable 
zeal for Hie preservation of the relics of antiquity 
in ! hut city, has procured a firman from the Porte 
prohibiting their mutilation. 

'The Constitutional contains some proclamations 
and dispatches from the Dew provincial govern 
inenl, w hich speak of the high hopes of ti e people 
“ nd their rulers. 

A loose rumor, by the way of Hungary, states 
tbat the Greeks of Ca3sar.dria rose on t^ie Turks 
and massacred about 500.

-Turkish Government, has declared to tiie Divan 
that Lord Cochrane was no longer a Bulish sub- 
ject. and that if he w as taken prisonci in the war 
against the Porte tlie English Cabinet would not 
demand him. 

From ail article in the Pi'otc it would appear 
that things are far from being settled at Constanti- 
nople. According to this aco-i-tit, on the 4th lilt, 
the Sultan was attacked on his way to prayers by 
tbe populace, w ho in the first instance, gained 
some advantage over the soldiery. A scene of 
bloody retaliation followed, and some hundreds 
perished on the occasion. I he slaughter of every 
one “who appeared to be suspicious” continued 
through the sticceedingday. 

Lord Cochrane was in ihe bay of Cagliari on the 
11th of August, withalarge steam vessel, waiting 
for some ships to join him. 

An expedition of twenty armed vessels with 
troops was titling out at Alexandria. 

Huron tie Krudener, the lute Russian Charge 
des Affairs in Switzerland, is on his way to this 
country, as the successor of Baron de Thuyl, late 
Minister from Russia to the United State*. 



Latest from Brazil — The Baltimore Patriot of 
Thursday last, contains a letter dated Rio tie 
Janeiro, September 1, from w hich vve take the 
following- extract: 

There seems to be little hope of an nceommo- 
dution ofthe existing differences between this 
country and the River Plate, as the Emperor 
seems determined to listen to no terms w hatever 
excluding his sovereignty in the Banda Oriental. 
It is thought the Patriots will soon make an at- 
tack on Rio Grande, and apprehensions are en- 
tertained that they will be successful, though 
Ihe imperial forces are. numerous. 

Another engagement has recently taken place 
in the River Plate between the two squadrons 
in which they both suffered severely. The Cap- 
tain of one of the Brazilian vessels was danger- 
ously wounded, and the Lieut, ofthe Netherhoy 
is said to be killed. The contest however wa*. 
undecisive. 

We are fearful this war w ill yet be productive 
of much mischief, and know that the general 
wish throughout the country is to terminate it by 
negotiating without further delay. 

Trinidad papers to tbe 20th ult. received at 
Baltimore, contains the order from the commit 
sionersot his Majesty’s treasury, closing the ports 
ofthe West India possessions against the ship- 
ping ofthe United States, from and after the 1st 
of December, accompanied by a commentary 
laying the whole blame of the proceedings upon 
the bad policy ofthe American government, and 
deprecating the act as an alarming blow to the 
present commercial relations ofthe Colonies. 

GREA T BRI 1 AIN. — The London papers con- 
tain a variety of extracts upon thejstate ofthe 
trade and Manufactures ofGreat Britain, w hich 
.-how an evident and continued improvement in 
the general aspect of affairs. 

A very general impression prerails that though 
the opening of the ports has caused a sudden and 
considerable decline in the prices of grain, such 
depressions will not be lasting, hut that home and 
foreign corn will, between this and Christmas, 
experience a considerable advance. 

It is said that in consequence of the death of 
lord Gifiord, 'the followingnew law appointment* 
will be made. — Sir John Coplev the present at- 
torney general, master of (he rolls; the solicitor 
general succeeds Sir John Copely in the office ot 
attorney general; and Mr. Tindal will be appoint- 
ed solicitor general. 

Sir F rancis Burdett is now sojourning in Pari*, 
where he and his suite occupy twenty-seven rooms. 

I he Morning Herald says this does not look a* 
if the bad times had extended to the English ag- 
riculturalists. 

In Ireland the fever produced bv the priva- 
tions they suffer from the want of food and rai- 
ment, continued to spread. The alarming state 
of fever in Limerick, has obliged the governors 
of the hospital to forward a requisition to the 
mayor for a meeting of the inhabitants. Such 
is the state of the fever hospital that there are 
one hundred and sixty patients who, for want of 
sufficient accommodation, are obliged to life two 
or even three in a l ed. In Cork and in the county 
of Wexford, tlie fever has spread The want of 
straw beds for the poor aggravate the affliction 
ot the di-ease There were 1746 persons admit- 
ted into the hospital at Limeric within tbe last 
nine months. 

I he Nurcmburgh Corre«ponde nt affirms that 
ihe king ot Bavaria has permitted many officers 
and subalterns to go and serve Greece. It is ad- 
ded that they wili retain their pay and rank iu 
the Bavarian army. 

Letters from the Morea, state that Ibrahim 
Pacha, in consequence ot the vexation and fa 
tigues which Tie has experienced in the country 
ot the Mainotes, has had several attacks of fever. 

I he Greek committee at Paris, have made a 
tatenient, by which it appears that lord Coch- 
rane sailed from Falmouth in the sloop Porcu- 
pine of 20 guns, manned by 120 Englishmen, and 
was joined .by two steamboats, each carrying four 
24 pounders, and 2 mortars to carry a hollow 
hall of G3 pounds. In July, he was to be joined 
by two French corvettes, carrying 20 to 24 guns 
manned hy Dutchmen, who were engaged w hen 
lord Cochrance was in tlie Netherlands. 

A Greek paper announces the death of Ger- 
manos. Archbishop of Patras, and President of 
the Executive Government ofGreece.

Tbe improvement of 
several of the pupils has been so very astonishing, 
as to entitle it to particular notice. And for this 
purpose we would first mention the case of a young 
lady of Shelby ville, (a daughter of tbe gallant Col.- 
Ow’en of Kentucky, who was killed at tbe battle of | 
Tippecaooe in the commencement of the late war.) 
The situation of this ioteresting yoimg lady had 
been such as to excite the siucerest sympathy of 
her frieods and acquaintances. Her impediment 
of speech was very great. But surprising as it may 
appear, teadays attendance at the institution of 
Mr. Vales, the agent of Mrs. Leigh, lias completely 
restored her to the power of easy and flueot utter- 
ance. So perfect, indeed, is her cure, that at a 
party which she has since attended in Lexington, 
several declared, that if they had not been inform- 
ed of the fact, that she had been a stammerer, they 
would not havediscovrred it. 

Another case, is that of Mr. Tutt, a man well 
knowu to the people of Lexington, and proverbial- 
ly the Prince of Stutterers. He has been entirely 
cured by two days! attendance. Some of hit ac- 
quaintance* doubting the fact, put to him questions 
&c. to oonfuse, and if possible, to make him stutter. 
But failing they candidly admitted his cure to be 
complete. The above are facts, well known to be 
such to inaDv of the citizens of Lexington. And it 
is to be hoped they may go far to remove thedoubts 
of the wavering, if any such there yet be, and in- 
duce all who may need the assistance of Mr. Yates 
to place themselves under his care will out delay, 
as his stay at this place is limited to the first day of 
December next. 



NOTES ON KENTUCKY; SECTION 11. 

In consequence of the destruction of the corn at the | 
Chillicothe and Piqua towns, the Indians were reduced 
almost to a state of famine, and the warriors were not 
only obliged to attend to the immediate wants of their 
women and children but to provide for them habita 
tions for the approaching winter— hence all their time 
was so occupied, that Kentucky enjoyed considerable 
repose until the ensuing spring 

Many of the disaffected to tbe cause of the Ameri- 
can Revolution, bad removed to Kentucky from North 
Carolina, as well as from other parts of the United 
States, to avoid being compelled to take up arms 
against Great Britain, who in consequence of the flat- 
tering success of the British arms in the South, in the 
taking of Charleston, and other successes, together 
with the gloomy prospects in Kentucky, immediately 
after the return of the army from chastising the Indians, 
made ready ami removed back to North Carolina in 
the autumn of 1780, some of whom entered the British 
service. A great number of those who had been consid- 
ered permanent settlers in the country, removed to 
the old settled country in the autumn of the year 1780, 
which so discouraged the remaining inhabitants, that 
if lie Indians had not, by stealing their horses, depri. 
ved them of the means of removing the women and 
children, the country would have been abandoned ; 
but owing to the impossibility of removing them, the 
men res mutely determined to protect and defend them 
The gloomy prospects in Ken’ucky checked the emi- 
gration to it until the spring of the year 1781. and even 
then it was by no means equal to wbst it bau been 
the preceding vear 

About the first of March 178t, Col. Win. Lynn and 
Captains Tipton and Chapman, were killed by parties 
oftndiaoswho wavlaid the paths on Beargrass. In 
pursuit of one of these parties, Capt. Aqttilla Whitaker, 
with 15 men, folk wed them to the Oluo river at the 
foot of the Rapids, where they found some canoes, in 
which thev embarked in order to cross the river in the 
pursuit; but as soon as they were fairly on board, the 
Indians, w'ho lay concealed under the bank ot the riv. 
er, fired on them, and killed one and wounded nine 
o'he-s— they instantly relanded, rushed on the Indians 
and defeated them. 

Ii the month of April, in the yea*- 1781, a Station set- 
tledby Squire Boone, (brother of Col. Daniel Boone,) 
near the place where Shelbyville now stands, was so 
exposed, and had so suffered by the Indians, that the 
inhabitants determined to break up and remove -to 
Heargrrss Whilst they were on their way, incumber- 
ed with women and children, and their household 
goods, they were attacked by a party of Indians near 
Long rue, defea'ed and dispersed with great slaughter. 
Col. John Vloyd receiving inb rmation of this defeat, 
Collected together 30 men, and went in the immediate 
pursuit of tb* Indi ns. Calculating on being pursued, 
the Indians f«rmotl an ambuscade, into which Floyd 1 
4 nd his party were unsuspectingly drawn, and one half 
their number killed. Col. Floyd would himself have 
fallen into the I aids of the Indians, b it for tile manly 
intrepidity of Capt Samuel Wells, who seeing the Col 
on foot, nearly exhausted and hard pressed by the ene 
my, nobly dismounted himself from his own horse, 
assisted Col Floyd into the saddle, and accompanied 
him on foot. Such illustrious acts ought never to be 
forgotten But what adds greatly to the magnanimity 
of the act is, that at that time Capt. Wells and Colonel 
Floyd were at variance. 

On the 9th o! May 1781, M’Afee's Station on Salt 



river, about seven mites from Harrodsbnrg. wir attack- 
ed by a party of Indians. One of the M ’A fee’s and 
another man were on their way from the Station to a 
plantation in the vicinity of the plane, on whom the 
Indians fired and pursued 'hem to the station. The 
siege lasted only about three hours when the Indians 
withdrew, and shortly after, men from different planes 
in the neighborhood collected to the amount of forty, 
and pursued the Indians, and within a mile of the sta- 
tion, overtook and defeated them. The Indians in this 
affair lost six men killed, and several wounded, as ap- 
peared by the bloody trails the whites had one killed j 
only, and one mortally w ounded wliodicdinafew days 
af'er 

In the spring of the year 1731, it appearing that Fort 
Jefferson afforded no security to the Western settle- 
ments, it was evacuated. 

About the same time a na'lv of men on their way 
from Harrodsbnrph to Logan’s Station (St Asaplis) 
were attacked bv Indians near tbe former place ; two 
of them were mortally wounded, one of whom was no-t. 



retained a prisoner among them on Mad river in the 
sra'e ot Ohio, made her escape and returned home to 
the neighborhood of Lt xington She stated that short- 
ly after the time when Mr M’Connell made bis dt-spe 
rate and successful assault, cm Indian, out of five who 
had made a journey towards Lexington, returned with 
an account th*. they had taken a white man prisoner, 
and had brought him as far as the Oh*o river, when in 
the night, while they were asleep, they were suddenly 
attacked by a party of whites, who killed all his com 
panions, and probably likewise he poor defenceless 
prisoner, who was lying on his back, tightly bound 
w ■ t )■ cords.

’ withstanding enabled to ( scape to the Fort. The otli 
erhid himself behind a log and was carried into liar 
rodsburgh by a party who went immediately to the 
place where the attack was made. Col. Logan raised 
a party of men and went in pursuit of the Indians, but 
did not come up with them : On their return home 

they were fired oil by the same or another party of In 
dians, and one of his men wounded ; as soon as the In- 
dians fired they dispersed. 

Montgomery's station in Lincoln county was in the 
course of this year taken hy Indians, where the father 
and a brother of Mrs. Logan (wife of Col. Logan) were 
killed, and a sister, sister-in law w ith four children ta- 
ken prisoners. Col Logan immediately raised ac* m- 
pany of men, quickly pursued, overtook and defeated 
the Indians, retook the two women and three of the 
children ; the fourth was murdered during the action 
which was for some time doubtful In this ac'ion Wil- 
liam Montgomery killed three Indians, and wounded 
a fourth. 

In the month of May 1782, a party of Wyandot Indians 
attacked Latin's Station, destroyed a number of cattle 
killed a white man, and took a n gro prisoner. The 
Indiana were 25 in number. Capt Kstill hastily raised 
the same number of white men, pursued and overtook 
them, when a bloody conflict et sued, the victory was 
contested for two hours — the Indians ultimately prevail, 
td. In this action Capt F.stdl and seven of his men 
were killed, and four mortally w ounded. The loss on 
tile part of the Indians, it was afterwards understood* 
was equal to that on the part of the whites. 

On the ICth of August 1782, the Indians took two 
boys fiom Hoy's Station in .Madison county. They 
were immediately pursued hy Col. John Holder with 
17 men, who overtook the Indians, when an action en-i 
sited, in which Holder and his party were defeated, 
having four men killed and one wounded. 

Early one morning in the year 1781, Mr Alexander 
M’Connell,* who resided in the neighborhood of Lex. 
ington, wandered into the woods on foot in pursuit of 
game. Having succeeded in killing a deer at some dis- 
tance from home, lie found it necessary to retu-n for 
a horse on which to carry it off’ While he was gone 
five Indians came to the spot where the deer lay, and 
na'urally concluded that some one would soon return 
thither for it Three of them remained to watch it, . 
and two placed themselves in ambuscade near tbe 
path, along which they rightly supposed the huntsman 
would pass. A s he rode, therefore, near their place of 
concealment, they shot at him, killed the horse under 
him, and consequently took him prisoner For several 
days he travelled quietly with them, and as he had a 
good rifle, and was an excellent marksman, they requir- 
ed him to shoot deer, buffaloe Sec. for them. At night 
however, they used the precaution of having him tight- 
ly bound by each arm, and tbe rope attached thereto 
carefully passed under their bodies as they lay on each 
side of him. For some time he quietly submitted to 
this treatment, but at length he ventured to complain 
that he was bound too tight, and to beg that the cords 
might be tied about him mor e loosely. The confidence 
of the savages increasing, and their apprehension of his 
escape diminishing, they yielded to his request, but 
still continued to bind him at night in the same man- 
ner, though not so closely as at first. 

One night when tbe party bad reached tbe banks ofi 
the Ohio, and when he thought it necessary if possible, 
to make his escape, he observed a knife lying near his | 
feet as he was fixed in his position for the night. — 
With considerable difficulty and the imminent hazard 
f awakening the savages who w ere snoring around 
him, and who were connected to the rope by which he! 
w as bound, he at length succeeded in drawing the knife 
w ith his feet until he could reach it w >h his hand, 
when lie cut the cord that confined him, and was ena- 
bled to rise. His first thought then was to run off', 
leaving the Indians asleep; but upon reflection he con. 
eluded that it » ould be impossible for him to escape 
in this way, as they would probably soon awake and 
rapidly pursue him. He came therefore to the heroic 
and almost desperate resolution, to endeavor to kill the 
five Indians or as many of them as he could Withthe 
Utmost coolness be proceeded to ex . mine their guns, 
which he perceived lying together, primed them and 
put them in good Ol der for service He then disguised 
himself by putting on a coat belonging to the Indians 
and fixing a tomahawk and scalping knife in his belt; j 
and placed his ow n r.fle at a little d. stance off", where 
the savages would not he like ly to' observe it, but! 
where he himself could instantly find it. All these] 
preparations were made at a moment when five Indiars 
were sleeping by him, and when the waking of either! 
of them would have been to him instant death. 



All things being ready, lie proceeded to make the 
assault. He took two gums, one in each hand, trudj 
placing their muzzles at the breastsof two Indians who I 




shot them both at once. "I he others, as he expected,] 
being awakened by the noise, sprang up and stared; 
in amazement. \\ ith a third gun he instantly shotatj 
two of them who were close together, killed one, as he 
afterwards had reason to believe, and mortally wound- 
ed the other The fifth Indian, seeing his companions 
lying dead about him, ann not knowing wh< re to find ] 
his arms, and probably in the confusion of the scene:] 
uncertain by how many he w as assai ed precipitately 
fled. Mr M’Conncll therefore, was left in quiet pos-j 
session of the field. Not feeling inclined however, to] 
fight any more such battles, he took his rifle and pro- 
ceeded expeditiously towards home, where, after a te- 
dious and painful journey, be safely arrived, to tbe 
great joy of bis friends, who had began to despair uf 
ever Seeing him again.

Colonel F abvier encamp- 
ed at MatUana, watches the movements of the ene- 
my, but has not yet ventured to attack them. One 
hundred and til l y uf the new disciplined troops 
have deserted him with their arms and baggage, 
knottier account says the Turks have burned 
Athens, and sent the Greek prisoners to Negro- 
pout News of the defeat of the Greeks before 
Athens had been received at Zante, ! ut was sup- 
posed to want confirm..' i. A report lias reached 
Pans that the t urks oad been defeated at Athens. 
German, Turkish, Italian and French accounts are 
mixed up together, without regard to dales or facts j 
in astute of unutterable confusion. 

A respectable traveller, who arrived at Trieste I 
on the 21st of August, and who was a! Napoli di 
Romania on the 21st of July, and at byra on the 1 
31st stales that ill Napoli, there were 10,000 - 1 

diers Colucotroni, their commander, insisted on 
inarching out to attack Ibrahim Paoha, who was ;

This is evident from the fact, 
that he was a inc vier of both the Kentucky Con- 
ventions, aod once of the Legislature, the only tune 
he ever tendered Ids services. In the early settle- 
ment of tins countiy,it devolved on him, as on 
many others, on whose memory » ith his, our sense 
of gratitude and run pride delight to dwell, to act 
in Hie double capacity of citizens and soldiers. A 
large proportion ol Ins compatriots r el! hy the hand 
of the common cue ny, and of the others, he has 
been providentially spared for one of Ihe last, to 
leave this stage of mortal action. Col. Steele at 
every period of Ins life, has had a good taste and 
predilection for science, and especially for such of 
its applications as are piacucally useful. Asa citi- 
zen, a neighbour, companion or friend, his life has 
been tooshortto meet with a superior. 

Benevolence towards his fellow men, marked his 
character, perhaps more strongly than any other 
trait in it. But he is gone and lias left an amiable 
family depressed in sorrow, and numerous friends to 
mourn his loss.

And upon the first intelligence ol their association, 
f will find means to assist their undertakings. 'I he 
domestic, the iuduslriuus, the infirm, and even the 
timid inhabitants, I am desirous to protect, provi 
ded they remain quietly at their homes; that they 
do not suifer their caitle to be removed, or their 
corn or forage to be secreted or destroyed ; that 
they do not bl eak lip their bridges or roads, nor by 
any other acts, directly ar indirectly, endeavor to 
ebslruct the operations of the King’s troops, or sup 
ply ar assist those of the enemy. Every species of 
provisions brought to my camp will be paid lor at an 
equitable rale in solid coin. 

In consciousness of Christianity, ' my royal mas- 
ter’s clemency, and the honor of soldiership, i have 
dwelt upon this invitation; and let not people be 
led to disregard it, 'oy considering 1 lie immediate 
situation of my camp- 1 have but to give si retch to 
the Indian forces under iny direction, anu they a 
mount to thousands, to overtake the hardened ene 
mies of Great Britain and America; 1 cousitier 
them the same wherever they may lurk. If, notwith- 
standing these endeavors, and sincere inclinations 
to assist them, the phrenzy of hostilities should re- 
main, I shall stand acquitted in the eyes of God and 
man, to denouncing and executing the vengeance 
of the State against the wilful outcasts. Tne mes- 
sengers of justice and of wrath await them in the 
field; and devastation, famine, and every concom- 
itant harm. that a reluctant but indispensable pro 
sedition of military duty must occasion, will bar the 
way to their return.

Petersburg, V.t. Oct. 13. 

Freshet . — It commenced raining model ately on 
Wednesday morning last, aud continued during the 
day, hm not to such an exteut as to create any ap- 
prehensions of a serious rise of water iu the Appo- 
mattox; but as night came on, the rain continued 
to increase till about twelve o’clock, w hen the 
windows of heaven appeared to be open indeed, and 
the rain fell literally tri a solid sheet, and continued 
till about day break yesterday morning. We have 
no means ol ascertaining how many inches of water 
fell during the twenty-four hours it rained; hut a 
feint estimate of its quantity may he- ascertained, 
when we state, that before sun-rise, the Appomat- 
tox river, from having been pieviously quilelow, 
rose with an unprecedented iapidity,and overflow- 
ed its banks to a considerable extent. The whole 
oflhe Sandy Beach was inundated, and Ihe damage 
done lo goods and pioduce stored in the lower 
stories of the lumber houses on the wharf must be 
serious. The cellars adjacent to the Brick-Mouse 
Him, were partially filled with water, and as they 
were generally stored with perishsiile articles, 
such as salt, sugar, Ac. the loss must o« considers 
ble. 

What rendered the rise of the water in the Appo 
inallox the more extraordinary, is the fact, that j 
irotn about (he time it commenced rising in the 
night, the tide was falling and continued to fall, till 
about sun rise. 

Since preparing the foregoing for the press, we 
have made enquiries as lo tiie other damages sus- 
tained by the late unparalled fall of rain; and vve re- 
gret to have to state that the losses in the heart of 
the town were comparatively small to what has 
been sustained elsewhere. The entire arch of the 
Appomattox canal, immediately below the locks, is 
gone, and with it Mr. Giles \V ell’s mill. The dam 
across the Appomattox river, at Kendall’s mills, is 
also gone, in a gieat measure, the water making a 
clear breach through the centre, for a considerable 
distance. Part of the arch across the Brick-House 
run, at the Baptist Church, is also carried away. 
We have no tidings from above, but from the frag- 
ments of limber, wood, Ac. which have descended 
ihe river, we shall not he surprised to hear of con- 
siderable damage lo bridges, boals, Ac. 

The breaking nf the arch and dam has had the 
effect to stop the operations of four mills, exclusive 
of Mr. Well’s, which we understand iseulirely lost.
